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A CENTURY OF PRESIDENTS 
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NBW TOBK, April 80.—Long before 9 
o'clock, the honr appointed for the ep6- 
eial senrieee of thankegiving held at St. 
Fanl's (diapel, ^«oadway and 
Yeeey 
streets, the streets in the viciniiy of the 
chnrch were filled to overflowing with 
aight-aeers esger to gain a glimpse of 
the president and his party, as they 
came to attend the service and open the 
second day's observance of the centen- 
nial celebration. 


At about 8 o'clock carriages provided 
by the committee on states, drew up in 
a line in front of the Fifth avenue hotel. 
A few minutes later Chief Justice Ful- 
ler, the members of the cabinet and the 
invited guests entered the carriages 
and were drawn to No. 85 Fifth avenue, 
the residence of Vice-President Morton, 
where the president is. 
He and the 
•ice-president were escorted by the com- 
mittee to the carriage, and then preceded 
by a platoon of mounted police, the pro- 
cession started for St Paul's chapeL 


The streets along the line of march 
were thronged with people, and when the 
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presidential party arrived at the historic 
old church the auditorium was crowded 
with those who were fortunate enough 
to have secured passes admitting them. 


The vestry committee of Trixiity 
church met President Harrison at the 
Vestry street gate and escorted him to 
the west part of t^e chapel, where the 
rector and full vestry of St Paul's re- 
ceived him. The President was then 
escorted to the Washington pew, on the 
north side of the chapel, which he and 
his cabinet occupied, the rest of the 
party being given seats near by. 


The chapel was now filled, every 
space being occupied. Fully 1,200 peo- 
were present and Prof. Leo Koffler, who 
presided at the organ, had been playing 
a melody of patriotic airs while the con- 
gregation was being seated. 
He now 
began the processional hymn, "Old 
Hundred," which he played with full 
organ. The choir sang the grand old 
hymn as it has rarely been sung before. 


After the hymn the Lords prayer was 
sung by the c l e ^ and people, followed 
by the usual yersetilies. The choir 
then sang Psalm 85, after which the 
first lesson, Ecdis. 44, was read. The 
reading of the second lesson, S t John 
8, was followed 
the singing of a por- 
tion of tjie Benedicte by Bogers, after 
idiich the Nicene creed was repeated by 
the d e i ^ and people, followed by a 
few selections. The Episcopal prayer 
of thanksgiving was used at the S t 
Paul's and by all the Episcopal churches 
throughout the country. 


After the prayers, the Bight Bev. 
Henry C. Patton, bishop of New York, 
delivered an address. The service con- 
cluded with a processional hymn. 


The presidential party was then es- 
corted by the vestry to the west porch, 
where the president was received by the 
centennial literary committee. The party 
then proceeded to the sub-treasury build- 
ing, at the comer of Wall and Nussau 
streets, where the old federal building 
stood in which Washington took the 
oath of office in 1779. Here theliterary 
exercises were held. 


A sea of heads greeted the eye, and 
all about the spot from Broadway to 
Williams street and as far as one could 
see down Broad street, eager thronging 
humanity was packed. It was next to 
impossible for one to make his way 
through the «rowd that was struggling 
for places of advantage near the plat- 
form. 


The decoration of the sab-treasury 
was most elaborate and oertainly has 
never been equalled 
before in the 
memory of any New York man. 
National 
colo» in silk and bunting, shields, 
mottoes, portraits of a revolnticmary 
charaoter, and many other devices con- 
tribated to the grand display and made 
a most aapeib effeot 


Tb» tpeeiMl stand inm wliioh the 
•peaketa addxesaed the people WM built 
directly in front of the statue of Wash- 
ingt<», which stood majeatioally forth 
abovseall. While the jMrvioes in S t 
Fknl's ohapel were being held the 
Twenly-seeond Regiment band gate a 
conoert and o(mtinued until the litwacy 
ezexoise 
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trsasnxy was most enthusiastic. As 
soon as CKlmcre caught sight of the 
president's carriage he lifted his baton 
and the full Twenty-second regiment 
band played, "HaU to the Chief." 
Dnringtheplayingof thia the president 
alighted and was escorted to his seat on 
the platform. 
The ministers of his 
cabinet grouped themselves about him 
and the other invited guests were seated 
near. As soon as all was ammged and 
quiet was gained, Mr. Elbridge T. Gary, 
iQhairman of the committee on literary 
exercises, stepped to the front of the 
platform and addressed t^e assemblage. 


The Bev. Bichard S. Storms then 
made the prayer, and a poem by Jno. 
Qreenleaf Whittier, followed, read by 
Clarence W. Bowen:

After the applause that greeted the 
reading of the poem had ceased, the 
Hon. Chauncey Depew stepped forward 
to deliver the oration he had written for 
the occasion. Mr. Depew's appearance 
was the signal for a generous burst of 
applause, and it was some minutes before 
he could begin. He spoke" in a clear, 
loud voice, and could be heard by a large 
portion of the audience. 


The president next made a short ad- 
dress. His reception by the spectators 
was most enthusiastic. 
The crowd 
cheered wildly for some time. 
When 
silence was at last guined the president 
said:

Fellow citixens; My task to-day is of 
a very exacting charaoter and makes it 
quite impossible that I should deliver 
an addrew upon this occasion. Forsee- 
ing this, I early notified your committee 
that the program must contain no ad- 
drsM by me. The selection of Mr. Pe- 
as the orator of this occasion made 
not only difilcult but 
luous. (Applause), 
has met the d«Daand of this great 
occasitm on its h ^ h t . 
He has brought 
before us the moiden^ and the lessons 
of ttie first inauguration of Washington.

We have made a marvelous progrees 
in material things, but the stately and 
enduring shaft at the national capital, 
in Washington, aymbolizes that he is 
yet the fint American citizen. fAp- 
plause. 


The president occupied but five min- 
utes in the delivery of his q>eech. 


When the president had ceased 
speaking, a benediction was pronounced 
by the Most Bev. Michael Corrigan, 
Boman Catholic bishop of New York. 


At the conclusion of the literary exer- 
cises, the president, the members of 
the cabinet the chief justices and asso- 
ciate justices of the United States, and 
others of the presidential party, entered 
their carriages and were driven up 
Broadway to the reviewing stand on 
Madison square.' 


Here he was received by the army 
committee and escorted to his seat on 
the grand stand. The order was then 
given to resume the march, and the 
president reviewed the g ^ d procession 
as it passed. 
He stood in the front of 
the stand, supported on either side by 
members of the committee on army. 
Governor Hill and Mayor Orant were 
also on each side of him. 


After the parade had passed the re- 
viewing stand, the president was taken 
in charge by the comnuttee on arrange- 
ments and escorted back to the resi- 
dence of Vice President Morton, at 85 
Fifth avenue. The parade was not over 
on the streets until late in the after- 
noon. 


OVATION TO MRS. CIAV]a.AJa>. 


An odd and interesting feature of the 
great inaugural ball was the reception 
tendered to ex-President and Mrs. 
Cleveland. 
The Clevelands had occu- 
pied a box near the president during 
the reception and the opening quadrille. 


After the departure of the president 
and Mrs. Harrison, about midnight, 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland came down to 
the floor to promanade. No sooner did 
the crowd catch sight 
them than they 
were surrounded with people as an ex- 
cuse to see Mrs. Cleveland apparently, 
as there had been when she was a white 
house bride. 


Some one started the applause. It 
grew, with a oheer. The entire crowd 
swept down on the Clevelands, ^forcing 
them against the boxes. At this moment 
some one in the upper boxes broke a 
bouquet and showered roses on Mrs. 
Cleaveland's head. The crowd cheered 
and cheered again. For quite a time 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland held a reception 
on the floor of the ball-room, and during 
that time they were the centre of attrac- 
tion. 


AOOIDKliTB. 


Henry E. Buty, twenty-ei^t years 
old, of No. 749 Ninth avenue, dr(^?ped 
dead in the crowd at White street and 
Broadway. 


Police Inspector Conlin fell from his 
horse during the parade this morning, 
badly injuring his leg.

Mrs. Schultz, who occupied a seat at 
the Union Square stand, was stricken 
with apoplexy as the proceseion was 
passing. An ambulance was summoned 
and she was taken ts the Bellevue hos- 
pital. 


Major T. E. Patterson, of the Second 
brigade of Pennsylvania troops, fell 
from his horse on Broadway. His foot 
caught in the stirrup and one of the 
bones was loosened. He was taken to 
the Chamber street hospital. 


Bichard Brangan, eighteen years old, 
in company B, Eighteenth Begt> Penn- 
sylvania 
militia, 
fell exhausted on 
Broadway and Grand streets. 
He was 
sent to army headquarters, where the 
regiments put up, in an ambulance. 
xmnBsamra soma». 


The earliest scene of the day was a flag 
raising at the Battery at 3^0 this morn- 
ing. The duty WM asigned to G. A. B. 
post No. 62, J. L. Biver poet T h ^ 
assembled at their armory on the Bow- 
ery, and marched to the Battezy^ 
headed by the Bobert T. Lincoln poet 
drum corps. 


Thousands of people were already 
astir, and fcdiowed the veterans, cheer- 
ily loudly. Just at BunriBe, amid a sa- 
lute of guns, the stfurs and stripes were 
run up, and the national colors flung to 
thebreeae. 


Aftsr a few appropriate remarks the 
poet marched back to the armory, and 
the csowd betook themselves up Anad. 
way.

Governor Fitzhugh Lee rode at the 
head of the Virgina troops and he was 
greeted with generous applause. He 
lofdied dignified and stately on his horse 
and rode bare headed through the line 
of people that stood in black masses on 
either side walk. 


At 3â0, tumultuous cheering and 
loud shouts of "Forakw," announced 
the CMiio troope. Governor Foraka:, on 
a superb 'chestnut horse, led the Ohio 
men. No one, with the exception of the 
president and Governor BSU, elicited 
such a storm of applause, and waving of 
handkerchiefs as Governor Foraker. 
The governor acknowledged the salutes 
by gracefully removing his hat and bow- 
ing. 


AT OTHXB FLIACES. 


CmoAOo, April 80.—The celebration 
began at 8:80 o'clock, thia morning, 
when a salute of thirteen guns was fired 
from Dearbon park. 
All the bells of 
the city were then rung until 9 o'clock. 
From 9 o'clock till 10 o'clock religious 
services were held in all the churches, 
irrespective of creed. 


At 11 a. m. the children's celebration 
began, with the raising of a flag at each 
of the eighty-nine public schools in the 
city, and at 3 p. m. will be held the great 
mass meetings at Battery D, the Cavalry 
armory, Farwell hall. Board of Trade 
and Central Music hall, the exposition 
building, tents A and B on the lake front, 
and an open air meeting in Dearborn 
park. Two addresses were delivered at 
each of theee places, by prominent speak- 
ers. 


This evening there will be fireworks. 
WASHINOTON, April 30.—The centen- 
nial of the inauguratiou of the constitu- 
tional government in the United States, 
was properly obeerved here to-day. All 
business was suspended, and the gov- 
ernment departments were closed. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., April 30.—The local 
centennial celebration of Washington's 
inauguration to the presidency was feel- 
ing and enjoyable.
